9. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 7 wherein said at least one outlet is 
adapted to draw air from said second chamber, when in fluid communication with said air 
source, via a venturi effect.

14. (Original) The system of claim 1 1 wherein said plurality of air outlets is adapted 
to allow air to be drawn into said plurality of conical structures to cause a plurality of jets of 
water-air froth to be discharged to an interior of the hydrotherapy tub. 

15. (Original) The system of claim 14 wherein said plurality of conical structures is 
adapted to cause said plurality of jets to be discharged via a venturi effect.
